Campbell received the sub- 
poena, Aug. 19 to serve on Mr. 
Nixon, who has been in seclu- 
sion at his San Clemente es-,’ 
tate since resigning ithe presi-1 
dency Aug. 9. i 

The subpoena was- issued in I 
UiS. Disteict Court on Aug. 15' 
at the request of John D. Ehrl- ! 
ichman, a former Nixon aide; 
who along with five others 


faces trial beginning sept. 30. 
Ehrlichiian is calling Mr. 
Nixon as. a defense witness. 
Rice' said' the delay in serv- 
ing the subpoena is not, unu-- 
sual. 'l\ 

“If we ’dropped everything 
to run right out there and ' 
serve i1^ that alone would 
make it -a special case,” he, 
said. ■ ] 

Asked if the marshal’s serv- 
ice has nin.into problems in 
arrangin g a time to see Mr. 
Nixon, Itice replied, “I don’t 
know if :running into problems 
is the right word.” 

Asked if it is normal proce- 
dure to ’ seek such arrange- 
ments vith the subject of a 
subpoena, he said, “It’s not ab- - 
normal lb, ask a person what’s ! 
a convepient time. But we 
don’t do it all the time.” 

Rice said Colburn feared 
that serving the subpoena im- 
mediately on Aug. 17, before,! 
the couri had decided whether 
to delay the trial from its orig-' 
inal starting date Sept. 9, 
“would make the marshal’s 
service look a little bit pushy.” 
Meanvrhile, a second sub- 
poena seeking testimony from 
Mr. Nixon has been received '
